The Grand Work Accomplished by Them 


in the Dark Continent. 


The flippant paragraph is hardly tlio 


place nor ia its usual style the proper 
tone ia which to mention tho killing 
and eating of another missionary jn 
Central Africa. 
The brave andsiucera 


men who are carrying Christianity 
into the heart of the dark continent 
aro engaged in no humorous occupa- 
tion, and the fate of such of them as 
fall victims to the savagery of native 
monnrchs and people is too solemn for 
jest. 


Middle-aged men not many years 


away from their school books can re- 
mombcr tho time when, except for a 
fringe of settlements along the coasts, 
tho great continent of Africa as it ap- 
peared on the maps was unmarked by 
river, mountain, lake or town. Tho 
school maps were not more blank 
in this respect 
than was human 


knowledge generally, and though Liv- 
ingstone gave to the world some idea 
of the mysteries of that unknown 
region, it has been only a lew years 
since it was known that from sea to 
sea Africa embraces hundreds of mill- 
ions of human beings, the majority of 
whom have no conception of civiliza- 
tion, and no religion save that of 
fetichism. 
The efforts of a few .na- 


tions to open up commerce with these 
tribes have attracted wide attention, 
as is natural enough, whereas the more 
zealous and daring attempts of many 
missionaries to carry Christianity to 
them have been almost unnoticed. 


The commercial instinct is strong in 


those days, but it is to be said to the 
honor of the churches that it has not 
yet carried men to death, as zeal for 
the salvation of souls has donn.

by dangers from ferocious boasts and 
scarcely less ferocious men, in a coun- 
try untrodden as yet by the foot of a 
white 
man, where 
disease 
.and 


death lurk on 
every hand, 
there 


are no substantial barriers to Christian 
unity in 
that region. 
The 
mis- 


sionaries work together so far as is 
possible, and in the presence of com- 
mon perils readily agree upon a com- 
mon creed, non-essentials being won- 
derfully narrowed down by the magni- 
tude of the work and tho risk of prose- 
cuting it 


The forerunners of commerce are 


beaten back occasionally, and for long 
periods of time aro inactive, but not so 
with tho bearers of the Gospel mes- 
sage. They fall only to die, and their 
successors press on as before. 
"Tell 


tho King," said Bishop Hannington, 
as he lay dying of many spear thrusts, 
"that I have purchased life for him 
and his people." 
There is no humor 


in such a scene as this. Tho mission- 
aries who arc waging this unequal 
warfare believe what they teach, and 
by comparison with the cautious move- 
ments of tho emissaries of trade their 
heroism stands out luminous and beau- 
tiful in an age grown sordid and skep- 
tical.— Chicago Herald.

The Methods Employed In the ToumlrlM 
of the Present Day. 


Gutenberg, Koster (if ho ever lived), 


and most of tho early printers made 
their own typo, and this, indeed, is the 
gorm and key of the whole industry. 
The making of tho type is now a call- 
ing by itself—tho trade of the type- 
founder—but it is most curious that up 
to tho invention of the type-casting 
machine in 1838 by an American, David 
Bruce, Jr., of New York, there had 
been scarcely any improvements in I he 
process since tho early days. Then, ns 
now, 
in nil probability, the type-found- 


er cut first his "counter-punch" ol 
hard steel, which stamps into the end 
of tho tiny bit of soft steel tho interior 
part of the letter to bo made. It is B 
patient man who must do this work, 
which is completed by cutting away 
all tho superfluous metal outside tho 
letter, leaving in relief the letter A ol 
tho desired now pattern 
or new 


size. When a smoke-proof of his 
die shows tho 
punch-cutter 
that 


his A is perfect, he hardens the bit ol 
steel, and with successive blows of this 
dio upon a bit of copper makes the 
matrix for any Dumber of type. If it 
is a very large letter, the metal is 
poured into a mold, with these mat- 
rices at the bottom, by hand, in the 
old-fashioned way. and the letters 
sawn apart; but most types aro now. 
cast in the little casting machines, 
which will turn out a hundred or more 
type a minute. 
Tho typo metal has 


been fused in great smelting-rooms, 
where tho lead, antimony, and tin- 
have been mixed in the crucibles in tho 
proper proportions to form this alloy, 
which must be "hard, yet not brittle; 
ductile, yet tough; flowing freely, yet 
hardening quickly." It is kept fluid in 
a little furnace under the casting ma- 
chine, whence, ns the caster turns a 
crank, it is spurted by a pump in 
just the right quantity to fill a tiny 
mold which presents itoelf at the 
spout at just the right moment to 
receive it. The copper matrix forms 
the end of the mold, and as the latter 
jumps back with its quickly cooling 
charge of metal, the matrix frees itself 
from tho mold, the upper half of the 
mold pops off, and the formed typo 
is tossed out instanter. Thence tho' 
tiny bits go to the breakers, boys who 
break off the waste "jets" of metal; 
rubbers, with leather-protected fingers, 
sitting at large circular stones, rub 
down the rough edges; girls set the 
types up in long rows into a "dressing 
block," in which they are hold while 
the dresser, with a planing tool, 
grooves 
their understandings and 


shaves 
their sides perfectly true. 


After passing the inspection of his 
magnifying glass, the good letters go 
to a haven of rest to wait the printer's 
orders, while the bad are committed 
again to tho flames.—S. B. liowker, in

The bill hinders and impedes an eleotei 
from voting for whom he pleases, and dis- 
criminates betw»eu candidates. It im- 
pedes the elector in his right of selecting 
between candidates—a right reserved to 
tho voter down to the moment when he 
deposits his ballot. 
The party which did 


not appear at the last election, or if ap- 
pearing, aid not poll three per cent, of 
the entire vote, can not nominate a can- 
didate by a convention, such party must 
secure tho bal lots by presenting the names 
of a certain number of qualified electors, 
tho Secretary of Slate and county clerks 
to have absolute power in determining 
such. A fundamental objection to the 
bill is that it envoi formal recognition 
only to candidates nominated by the pro- 
scribed methods. The bill invests ballot 
clerks with specific powers almost sure 
to he abused. This objection is fatal. 
Five minutes is too short a time to allow 
voters to consider the ballots in a booth 
before voting. The bill provides for tho 
compulsive disclosure of votjs by illiter- 
ate electors. Many other objections are 
given, aud opinions are cited to prove 
tho imcoustitLitionality of Hie bill.

turns or avoid more disasters than that 
which guards against over-drinking of 
cold water when warm. Farmers, it will 
jay you to have a pail of water to give 
;he teams twice during each half day 
during the warm season. 
Then when 


taken to the trough at noon they will 
not be in such danger of foundering. 
Try and arrange so that the horses will 
not be too hot just at noon. If they 
are, it is dangerous either to feed or wa- 
ter to the usual extent. Remember that 
a sudden chill upon a heated stomach 
does the mischief. Avoid it. 


Crop Prospects. 


The reports received Saturday from all por- 


tions of the state indicate that during the past 
week rains have visited the southern counties in 
which the continued drouth and numerous In- 
sect pests have caused much alarm concerning 
the outlook for growing crops. The heavy rams 
of the previous week and the late showeis have 
continued the favorable conditions for the cro p 
in other portions ol the state. The serious dam- 
age threatened to wheat and corn, by the pres- 
ence of vast numbers of chinch-bugs m the 
southern counties, has lessened somewhat since 
the late rains, but unless abundant and early 
showers are had In this section, there will be an 
unprecedented failure of the crops this season 


CORN.—The cold, backward season Is indicat- 


ed by the slow growth of this plant. The un- 
even stand is indicated largely by the presence 
of an unusual number ol cut-worms. In some 
of the southern counties the chinch-bugs have 
seriously damaged the corn. Tho late showers 
and warm weather have had a marked effect In 
improving the condition of corn, which has 
made a vigorous growth during the past week in 
all portions of the state visited by the recent 
rains. 


OATS.—Tnere has been a good growth of oats 


during the past week in sections of the state 
where there have been seasonable rains and 
considerable danger of lodging is anticipated, 
The present prospects are favorable for an aver 
age yield per acre of oats in the central anc 
northern counties of the state where the bulk of 
this crop is produced. In many ot the southern 
counties there will be a good yield of oats. 


WHEAT.—The limited area of spring wheat In 


this state Is In promising condition and wil 
doubtless make an averaga yield per acre. The 
condition of winter wheat has not Improved 
during the past week. The reports showing a 
slight change (or the better In the outlook for 
this crop are the exception.

GEN. WmiAM R. COX. 


ONE OF THE 
BEST 
KNOWN MEN 


IN NORTH CAROLINA. 


Tlio Brilliant Soldier Who Made the last 


Confederate Charge at Appomattox—His 
Description of the Scene Just Alter 
Lee's Surrender—Gen. Cox's Home Life. 


[Special Correspondence.] 


RALKIOH, K. C., June 4.—One of the best 


cnown men in North Corolina is Gen. WiU- 
am Ruffln Cov. He is u prominent Bgure 
n politics as he was in the civil war 
His 


politicfil record murks him as. n man of <lo- 
:ision and rare force of character, just as did 
i!s last charge at Appomattox Court House, 
Virginia, ou the fateful ilth of April, 1805. 
3en. 
Cox was born at Scotland Neck, N. C., 


in 1831, and carries so well his 57 years that 
:io does not look a day older than 45. His 
'ather was Thomas Cox, a great merchant of 
«ho Chowan section, while his grandfather 
was at ont> time an officer in the British 
navy, and later captain of a vessel in the 
American merchant service, in which he was 
L'apturod by tho British. On the death of 
Ilia father, in 1830, Gen Cox was taken by his 
mother to Tennessee, and they resided 
at Nashville. 
Ho attended school near 


tliere, and later was enrolled at Frankliu 
college, graduating with distinction iu 1850. 
Ho next attended tho law school at Lebanon, 
Tennessee, and in 1853 formed a law partner- 
ship with Hon. John G. Ferguson. 
In 1857 


10 relinquished his residence in Tennessee to 
return to North Carolina and became a cot- 
ton planter in Edgecorube county, then con- 
sidered one of the richest agricultural com- 
munities in the entire country. Two years 
later ho wont to Raleigh. He was in politics 
a Democrat and was in 1800 nominated for n 
seat in tho lower house of the legislature, but 
was beaten by a small majority by his Whig 
opponent. The war came on a little later. 
Jen. Cox was bitterly opposed to secession, 
though an advocate of the system of state's 
rights. When he saw that war was inevi- 
;able his action was prompt. 
He gave 


largely of his ample means towards the 
equipment of a battery and raised a com 
pany of infantry. 
He was, however, at onco 


ippointed major of tho Second North Caro- 
lina infantry by Governor Clark. Charles 
C. Tew was tho colonel. At the battle of 
Antietam (or Shorpsburg) Tew was killed, 
and Cox became colonel. The regiment was 
throughout the war conspicuously gallant, 
and Cox was an able and brave officer, be- 
loved and admired by his men and trusted 
by his superiors. The regiment was in Jack- 
son's famous corps of "foot cavalry," In the 
Army of Northern Virginia. At Chanccl- 
lorsville Col. Cox was shot down, receiving 
three wounds, and 
half the 
regiment 


wore left on tho Hold, dead or disabled. 
Ho 
was unable 
to 
take part in tho 


Gettysburg campaign, but rejoined Gon, 
Leo's army on its return from Pennsylvania. 
Ho was soon after the battlo of Spottsylvania 
promoted to brigadier general, and assigned 
to tho command of the brigade formerly 
commanded by Stephen D. Ramseur, com- 
posed of tUe Second, Fourth, Fourteenth and 
Thirtieth North Carolina and parts of tho 
First and Third regiments of Stuart's bri- 
gudo. 
Ho was assigned to Dick Ewell's 


corps, and hold the position until tho close of 
Uio war. 
Under his leadership tho brigade 


maintained a high reputation for gallantry 
on all occasions, 
ilo received on tho 
12th 
of May, 1804, 


at tho end of a gal- 
lant charge, tho 
personal thanks of 
Gon. 
R. E. Leo. 


His brigade took 
part in tho famous 
Valley campaign, 
lighting daily, al- 
ways against ter- 
rible odds. Gen Cox 
later rejoined Gen. 
<™N. w. It. cox. 


Leo in front of Richmond. There ho had 
again the honor to receive tho thanks of his 
great commander, Gen. Loo. Senator Z. B. 
Vance describes tho occurrence which drew 
forth this compliment as follows; "During 
tho Confederate retreat from Petersburg to 
Appomattox, when everything was in tho 
most extreme conf usion, tho soldiers strag- 
gling hopelessly along, thousands of them 
deliberately falling out of ranks and depart- 
ing for their homos, the demoralization each 
moment 
increasing, 
ami 
tho 
Federal 


army, 
Inuuonse 
in

pushing them 
closely, 
a 
stand 


was made to savo the provision trains, npon 
which tho very life of tho army depended. 
Somo artillery was placed in position, and 
Gen. 
Loo, seated on his horse upon a com- 


manding knoll, sent his stair to rally tho 
stragglers, now mixed in apparently hope- 
less and inextricable confusion, upon a line. 
Presently there camo before Gen. Lee's 
earnest gazo a marching column in regular 
order. It was a small but ontiro brigade, its 
compandor at its head. It promptly took 
position on tho lino Gen. Lee had designated. 
As it (lied into its appointed position, very 
near Gen. Leo, a smile of momentary joy 
passed over tho features of that officer. He 
called out to one of his aides: 'What troops 
are fchosof 'Cox's North Carolina brigade,' 
was tho reply. Then it was that, talcing off 
his hat, with infinite courtesy and good 
feeling, Gen Lee said: 'God bless gallant old 
North Carolina,'" 


But tho crowning deed of the brigade and 


tho last act of its general was at Appomat- 
tox. It was in accordance with tho fitness of 
things that tho brigade whoso gallantry had 
won this invocation from Gen. Leo should 
have nuulo, as it did mako, tho last charge at 
Appomattox, its commander still at its head. 
Gen. 
Cox has given mo a particularly inter- 


esting account of this occasion. 
On tho 


morning of April 0 tho remnant of tho onco 
proud Army of Northern Virginia, after six 
days of retreat and constant lighting, worn 
out and discourgod, hud reached Appomat- 
Uix court house. It hoped to ciit through tho 
Federal army there, secure supplies on tho 
way from Lynehburg and then continue tho 
retreat southwestward. This plan would pos- 
sibly havo had a show of success but for tho 
presence of u cumbrous wagon train and its 
attendant delays and exposure. However, 
tho column, with Grimes' division in tho van 
and Longstreet's corps guarding the rear, 
formed on a slope of a hill and awaited tho 
signal for n general advance. 
Tho Confed- 


erate cavalry were already skirmishing to the 
right and front. Gen. Grimes was called 
temporarily to another part of tho field, 
and Gen. Cox was thus for a time in com- 
mand of tho division, which Gen. Gordon 
ordered him to throw forward. The division 
moved forward, up the slope of a bill. Tho 
color bearers wero impetuous, and they boro 
their cross barred flags too far to tho front. 
Before tho division had proceeded farCooke's 
and Cox's brigades woro exposed to a mur- 
derous artillery tiro from a battery in front; 
but 
thoy did not halt, and, charging 


promptly, captured it. Tho entire division, 
in order to maintain its alignment, united in 
tho charge at a double quick, and thus formed 
a perfect lino before engaging with small 
nrms. Tho Federal cavalry attacked fiercely, 
but they wore not supported by infantry and 
woro forced to retire. Gen. Cox at this

stage, while the engagement was general aB 
along the lino, ascertained that,the woods to; 
his front were full of troops, under command 
of Gen. Ord. Taking a commanding position,' 
a halt was ordered. In a few minutes the 
value of this information wag apparent, for 
heavy columns of infantry, were Been bear- 
ing down upon the flanks and center of the 
division, seriously Imperiling Its safety. The 
firing was now resumed. A courier from • 
Gen. Grimes directed the withdrawal of the 
division. It was slowly withdrawn. The Fed- 
erals, seeing this movement, hastened their ad- 
vance and moved with' such rapidity as to 
make the situation alarming. 
It became 


necessary to check them by, some .sudden, 
stroke. In th is emergency Gen. Cox directed,; 
through an aide, the regimental commanders 
in his brigade to meet him at its center with- 
out halting the command. 
This they 


promptly did. He called their attention to 
a hill, gradually rising, between them and 
the Federals in their rear, and directed them 
to face their regiments about and at a double 
quid; charge to tho crest of tho hill, and be- 
fore the enemy should recover, 'from the 
almost certain surprise of this movement, to 
halt and open firo on them by brigade, and 
then, with like rapidity of movement, to 
face about and rejoin tho division In its ro- 
treat. Raising the "rebel yell," the brigade. 
with precision and celerity obeyed theorder. 
Haviii" gained the brow of the hill, the Fed- 
eral troops naturally supposed the charge 
would be continued and they began deploy- 
ing us if on parade, but before the maneuver 
was fully executed the commands rang 
along the Confederate lino, clear and loud 
above tho din of battle; "Haiti Beady, aim, 
fire I" and tho entire brigade poured in a 
steady volley which killed men by the score. 
While the Federals v/ere surprised and 
stunned by the audacity of the charge 
and 
the 
unusual 
character 
of 
the 


fire, 
the 
brigade 
safely ' withdrew 


and rejoined the 
division, 
which 
in 


the meantime had been skirmishing heavily 
with columns on its flanks. The gallant Gon. 
Gordon, who witnessed theentiro movement, 
exclaimed: "Gallantly, gloriously done!" 
Already the white flag was waving over the 
field, but the Thirtieth North Carolina and 
a portion of the First and Third of Cox's 
brigade, which wero deployed as skirmishers 
covering the rear, did not understand the 
flag and for sometime maintained on irregu- 
lar fire. It was now 10 o'clock in the morn- 
ing. Gen. Cox's loss was severe, but he was 
unable to discover precisely tho loss which 
the "lost volley at Appomattox" had inflicted 
upon his opponent. There was much con- 
fusion at first about the flag of truce and 
somo captures wero made after its first ap- 
pearance and recognition by those who un- 
derstood it. Presently all firing ceased and 
a most painful suspense followed. 
Soon 


Gen. 
R. E. Lee, superbly mounted, and with- 


out his sword, passed. Gen. Cox says that in 
more than one history of the war it is stated 
that upon Gen. Lee's return from the famous 
conference with Gen. Grant, as he passed, 
whole lines of battle broke ranks and rushing 
up to him sobbed out words of tenderness and 
comfort, while tears rolled down his cheeks 
as he endeavored to dismiss them with a few 
appropriate words. Gen. Cox says this scene is 
too warmly colored. An army id not emo- 
tional; it is too much like a machine. And 
then too, hosnys, Gen. Lee, outwardly formal, 
reserved and impassive, repelled familiarity; 
His troops could not cheer him. Gen. Cox 
had seen it attempted several times, but it 
was always so much like a breach of propri- 
ety that it was abandomed. 
. 
' • 


A little while after tho surrender Gen. Cox, 


with somo other ofllcers, called at Gen. Lee's 
tent. The latter spoko of the situation. The 
terms of surrender ho considered liberal. Ho 
was perfectly calm. Gen. Cox asked him 
where ho intended to go, whereupon he re- 
plied, in a manner most impressive, "I don't 
know, general; I havo no home." 


Tho next day preparations for departure 


began and tho troops took up their march for 
home. The Army of Northern Virginia and 
Cox's brigade no longer existed. He left tho 
warwith no less than eleven wounds received 
in battle. 


Gen. Cox, in tho autumn of 1865, resumed 


his law practice at Raleigh. In 18(58 he was 
elected solicitor of the Metropolitan district, 
which had 4,000 Republican majority. Yet 
he won tho race by twenty-seven majority as 
a Democrat. For six years he held the office 
In 1873 ho was made chairman of the State 
Educational association. May 20, 1875, he 
delivered an address at Charlotte, N. C., be- 
fore 40,000 people, on the occasion of the cen- 
tennial of tho "Mecklenburg Declaration of 
Independence." His speech was broad and 
lofty in sentiment and was strongly national. 
In July, 1875, he presided at a banquet given 
at Rnleigh at tho second annual reunion of 
tho cotton states congress. The same year he 
was elected chairman of the Democratic 
state c.tecutivo committee, and his services 
woro of great value in tho memorable cam- 
paign of 1870. Ho was a delegate from tho 
state at large to tho Democratic national con- 
vention at St. Louis in 1876. In January, 
1877, 
Governor (now Senator) Vance ap- 


pointed him a judge of the superior court of 
tho Metropolitan district. 
Some of his 


decisions woro learned and of peculiar value. 
In tho most uotablo ho decided that tho act 
of congress was unconstitutional .whereon 
tho federal courts based their claim to 
remove to tho circuit court of the United 
States for examination tho cases of reve- 
nue officers charged by the state with 
criminal offenses. Tho state supreme court 
subsequently affirmed this decision, and later 
the supreme court of the United States also 
confirmed it. 


In 1882 ho was elected to congress from the 


Fourth district, nnd showed in that body the 
samo ability, prudence and zeal which had 
elsowhoro characterized him. In 1884 he was 
re-elected, and made a more brilliant show- 
ing and deeper impression by his earnest and 
unceasing support of tho president's civil ser- 
vice policy. 
- 


Gon. 
Cox has alv/ays been a largo planter 


and has of late devoted himself to his farming 
interests. Ho has passed nearly all the tune on 
his estates in Edgecombe and gives personal 
attention to tho details of farm work. He 
has a law office at Raleigh, confiding his in- 
terests here, for tho greater part, to tho core 
of a partner. The general has very kindly 
presented mo with some souvenirs of his war 
service. One is a brigadier general's dress 
coat, much of tho front torn away by a shell 
explosion and with bullet riddled skirts; an- 
other a hat with a largo portion of the brim 
torn away by a shell fragment, and much of 
what is left spattered with blood and brains 
of on aide who was noor him in action. 
Theso war relics are carefully preserved, to- 
gether with a kepi once worn by the general 
at Appomattox. Ho was unable, by reason 
of a wound, to wear a belt or sword in the 
last year of tho war. He is an Interesting 
writer and a good talker, though deliberate 
and little given to anecdote or reminiscence. 
Gen. 
Cox has been twice grand master of 


Masons in North Carolina, was for years a 
member of tho State Agricultural society 
and has manifested a deep interest in educa- 
tional work. Ho is a member of tho congre- 
gation of Christ Episcopal church of this 
city.
